books through the Reading Is Fundamental (RIF) 
program.

Youths are prepared for the world of work by 
participating in employment and career counsel- 
ing, job readiness skills training, career exploration 
through fieldtrips and workshops, and work 
experience. In addition, Chinese Y.E.S. initiated 
“GOODIES,” the first youth-operated business in 
the Chinese community. 
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A diverse series of films, workshops and fieldtrips 
are offered to youths to help them understand and 
appreciate their Chinese-American culture. Some 
activities include trips to the China Trade Museum 
and Sturbridge Village; workshops on non- 
traditional careers, Chinese calligraphy, and 
cooking American foods; as well as canoe and 
camping trips.
